A 21-year-old man knocked 
down by a hit-and-run driver 
may have been killed over a foot¬ 
ball argument. 

William Buckingham, a vehicle 
panel sprayer, was involved in a row 
at a pub just hours before a car 
mounted the pavement and hit him 
in the early hours of Saturday 
morning. 

Fulham supporter Mr Bucking¬ 
ham, from Morden, died later in hos¬ 
pital from his injuries after being 
struck by the car as he walked along 
London Road, Ewell. 

Earlier he had been out at the Star, 
Ewell Village, with friends from the 
Motor Racing Club Ewell FC - the 
Sunday League football team he 
played for. 

According to a bartender, who did 
not want to be identified, another 
rival Sunday League team was 
drinking in the pub when a heated 
argument about football started. 

She said: “One group stayed on 
their table and the other went into 
the pool room. They left separately, 
but a fight broke out in the car 
park.” 

Robert Clark, 21, a friend from 
Worcester Park, said: “They were all 
having drinks at the Star when a 
fight broke out outside the pub and 
this bloke decided to run him over.” 

“At the end of the day, even if you 
have a fight, there’s no need to resort 
to something like that. Especially 
with William, who was a very calm 
and down-to-earth bloke.” 

Yesterday his family urged his 
friends to stay calm after rumours of 
retribution began to circulate. 

His sister Jo Callaghan, 24, left 
messages on social-networking web¬ 


site Facebook asking Mr Bucking¬ 
ham’s friends to leave the police to 
catch whoever killed her brother: 

She wrote: “It has come to our at¬ 
tention that some words have been 
said about going after whoever did 
this to my brother. As a family we 
will be very upset if we hear that 
this has happened and want you all 
to respect our wishes and leave the 
police to do their job. They are doing 
a fantastic job and will catch the per¬ 
son who has done this and justice 
will be done.” 


His family yesterday paid tribute 
to Mr Buckingham in a statement. 

It read: “Our William was a very 
caring and generous young man, 
that our family were so proud of. By 
the response and love shown by ev¬ 
eryone, we as a family are so grate¬ 
ful for your kind thoughts and 
ongoing love and support.” 

His other sister Vickey Tapsell, 25, 
wrote on Facebook: “I wish I had 
just one more day with you to tell 
you how much I love you as I never 
told you enough even though I know 


you knew it without the words being 
said. Like I told you earlier you look 
after my children for me now and 
make sure you visit me from time.” 

Three Epsom men - two aged 23 
and one aged 20 - were arrested by 
Surrey police on suspicion of mur¬ 
der, but released on bail after being 
interviewed by investigators.

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Air ambulance called to injured cyclist by park 



A woman has been airlifted to 
hospital after she was knocked 
off her bike opposite Nonsuch 
Park. 

The crash happened just 
yards away from where 
William Charles Buckingham, 
21, was killed after being hit by 
car on London Road, Ewell, 
early on Saturday morning. 

The collision on Tuesday 
morning of a car and the cy¬ 
clist happened at 7am. The 
woman's injuries are described 
as serious. 

One local resident, close to 
where the accident happened, 
said: “This is the fourth time 
the road has been closed in as 
many days. The road has been 
repeatedly closed since Satur¬ 
day 

“The helicopter came in this 
morning for an old woman who 
was hit by a car as she was cy¬ 
cling. It was spectacular seeing 
it land. It blew my fence down 


as it was hovering above the 
house.” 

Surrey Police is appealing for 
witnesses following the crash. 
They said the incident in¬ 


volved a grey Audi A4 and a cy¬ 
clist. South East Coast Ambu¬ 
lance and the air ambulance 
attended and took the female 
cyclist, believed to be in her 


30s, to St George’s Hospital, 
Tooting. 

Road closures were put in 
place on London Road at its 
junctions with Sparrow Farm 
Road and Briarwood Road. 

Anyone who witnessed the 
collision is urged to contact the 
Collision Investigation Unit on 
01483 639922 quoting reference 
P08319472. 

□ There was a third incident 
in London Road, Ewell, this 
week - but this time not so seri¬ 
ous. An ambulance crew took a 
patient to Epsom General Hos¬ 
pital with a knee injury after a 
two car accident opposite Non¬ 
such Park at 7.40pm on Mon¬ 
day.

Abandoned files found 


More confidential medical 
files have been discovered 
lying abandoned in another 
derelict hospital in Epsom. 

Last week the Epsom 
Guardian reported that 
piles of patient records, x- 
rays and nurses’ notes had 
been found abandoned in St 
Ebba’s Hospital in Epsom. 

Several groups of urban 
explorers, who investigate 
derelict buildings as a 
hobby, had visited St Ebba’s, 
a facility for patients with 
mental handicaps, and post¬ 
ed photographs of their vis¬ 
its in forums on the web. 

Urban explorers have also 
found similar patients 
records in nearby West Park 
hospital, a psychiatric facil¬ 
ity which is almost totally 
out of use. 

One urban explorer who 


did not want to be identified 
said: “I do have a number of 
photos, a number of which 
do show the patients files.” 

“Personally, I cannot be¬ 
lieve these are just left 
there,” she added. 

West Park and St Ebba’s 
hospital were once part of 
the Epsom cluster, a group 
of five hospitals which 
gradually closed between 
the 80s and 90s, although 
some parts of both hospitals 
are still in use today. 

The abandoned sites are 
now under the management 
of English Partnerships. 

There is a plan to build a 
development on the sites of 
St Ebba’s and West Park of 
700 eco-houses, a hotel and a 
conference centre.

Police trying to extradite 
Thailand murder suspect 


This is the man police are trying to extra¬ 
dite from Thailand in connection with the 
murder of housewife Sharon Birchwood. 

Paul Cryne is currently sitting in a Thai 
jail waiting to hear if he will be re-tried 
on charges of murdering another Brit in 
Thailand in 2003. 

Cryne, 58, a former lifeguard, swimming 
coach, nurse and businessman will face 
an extradition hearing to face charges for 
the murder of Mrs Birchwood. Thai au¬ 
thorities are currently trying to appeal 
against his acquittal for the murder of 
Welsh skydiving instructor Robert Henry. 

Last week her former husband Graham 
Birchwood, 54, a business consultant from 
Banstead, Surrey appeared in Guildford 
Magistrates’ Court after being charged 
with conspiracy to murder Mrs Birch¬ 
wood by Surrey Police. 

Sharon Birchwood, 52, was found dead 
in her house in Harriott’s Lane, Ashtead, 
Surrey on December 4, 2007, by the defen¬ 
dant, who called the police. She had been 
bound and strangled with a length of 
cord. 

Cryne was charged in 2005 with the mur¬ 
der of Mr Henry, a businesman, bar owner 
and boxing-promoter from Coventry 
whose bullet ridden body was found in a 
canal outside Pattaya in October 2003. The 
42-year-old had been shot six times in the 
back of the head.

Henry ran a company called Siam Air 
Sport and a bar called the Sky Dive Bar 
but Siam Air Sport ceased trading after 
their only plane crashed on take off injur¬ 
ing seven passengers, four of them 
Britons. 

Robert Henry’s girlfriend Wilai 
Chiewcharn said that Cryne killed Henry 
because he was jealous of him. It was 
claimed that Henry’s blood was found in 
Cryne’s car which has been sent to a 
garage to be re-upholstered after the mur¬ 
der. 

Mr Cryne was acquitted after several 
prosecution witnesses failed to appear to 
give testimony at his two week trial. Nei¬ 
ther Wilai nor a forensic expert turned up 
to testify. On the last day even the prosecu¬ 
tor himself failed to appear. 


Cryne has always strenuously denied 
the charge, claiming he was a patsy, set up 
by the real killers. 

Cryne, who is formerly from Manch¬ 
ester and now living permanently in Thai¬ 
land, it is claimed, has a British chief 
constable’s commendation and 157 cita¬ 
tions for lifesaving and has also appeared 
in the Guinness Book of Records for com¬ 
pleting a 24-hour underwater swim and 
swimming underwater from Scotland to 
Ireland. 

After being injured in a diving accident 
he retired to Thailand with a disability 
award. 

He had to resort to begging from friends 
and doing odd jobs as he was unable to re¬ 
turn to UK to draw a disablement pension. 

Mr Cryne has worked in the Middle East 
and Australia during the course of his 
varied career. 


Brutal mugger hunted 


A vicious and cowardly assault 
on a young man in the early 
hours of Sunday morning left 
him badly bruised, with a cut 
lip and chipped teeth. 

The attacker, with a group of 
other men, approached the vic¬ 
tim in Barnett Wood Lane, 
Ashtead, and punched him sev¬ 
eral times in the head. 

As he tried to escape the gang 
stopped him making a getaway 
and he was again punched re¬ 
peatedly even after he had 
been beaten to the ground. 


The attack continued until 
members of the public inter¬ 
vened to save the victim who is 
in his 20s. 

Police are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses who saw the incident in 
Barnett Wood Lane at the junc¬ 
tion with Green Lane between 
2.30am and 3am on Sunday 
September 28. The suspect is 
about 18, about 5ft lOin and 
skinny. He had a London ac¬ 
cent, and may have worn a 
baseball cap. Call Surrey Po¬ 
lice on 0845 125 2222.

Councillor Sandy Sanger, 
chairman of Epsom’s health li¬ 
aison panel, said: “This is a vic¬ 
tory for common sense as we 
have always said that expectant 
mothers would not travel a long 
way to a hospital out of the bor¬ 
ough. 

“However, the press release 
does not say what level of ma¬ 
ternity service this will be. I am

“I call on them both to state

Third death at ‘suicide’ railway line 


Ashtead’s sad reputation as a sui¬ 
cide centre has grown after the 
latest tragedy when Stephen Jor¬ 
dan met his death at the crossing 
just outside the station. 

It is the third death either at the 
station or at a nearby crossing in 
a year and the second death in re¬ 
cent times at the Green 
Lane/Links Road crossing close 
to Mr Jordan’s home. 

County councillor Tim Ashton 
is negotiating with Surrey High¬ 
ways and Network Rail officials 
to improve lighting at the site and 
to install CCTV 

He had been told that one of the 


previous suicides had sat in a car 
in a road by the side of the line for 
an hour before deciding to com¬ 
mit suicide. 

“With better lighting and closed 
circuit television, this may prove 
to be a deterrent from someone 
contemplating such a sad end to 
their lives at this spot,” he said. 

“Also it may then be possible to 
advise the driver of the train of a 
possible incident. 

“If someone is spotted close to 
the line there may be time to alert 
someone and try to prevent an¬ 
other tragedy.” 

But good lighting and CCTV at 


Ashtead Station was not enough 
to stop Philip Whitehead, 54, 
from jumping off a platform into 
the path of a train in January this 
year. 

The Samaritans have put up 
posters at the station with their 
24 hour a day helpline number. 
They also run courses with the 
train companies on how to spot 
potential suicides. 

Ironically, this week Ashtead 
has been granted secure station 
status by the Department of 
Transport, which means that it 
has good fencing, good CCTV cov¬ 
erage and good lighting.

Murder suspect’s 
dad killed by train

The father of a man accused of murder¬ 
ing Matthew Demko has died after being 
hit by a train this morning. 

Stephen Jordan, said to have been de¬ 
pressed after the arrest of his son, 
Michael, 24, was hit by a train at Ashtead 
station at 5.30am on Wednesday. 

The 52-year-old’s son, a football coach, 
is due to face trial in one month for the 
murder of his friend Mr Demko. 

A police source said: “He [Stephen Jor¬ 
dan] was very stressed about the upcom¬ 
ing trial, but there was nothing to 
suggest why he chose today to do what he 
did. 

“We have been closely liaising with 
both families after Matthew’s killing and 
they have been informed. 

“Officers have visited Michael Jordan 
in prison to break the news of his fa¬ 
ther’s death.” 

Mr Demko, a housing agency worker, 
was found dead in a garage on Friday, 
April 4, after allegedly being beaten to 
death with a weight-training dumbbell. 

Mr Demko formerly lived with his girl¬ 
friend and another couple in Leather- 
head. 

A bail hearing for Michael Jordan set 
to be heard at the Old Bailey the day 
after his father’s death was cancelled. 

Yesterday, Stephen Jordan’s wife Lisa 
said she was “not fit to talk about it”. 

Train services were suspended in both 
directions and the line closed between 
Dorking and Epsom after the man was 
hit by the train at about 5.30am today. 

British Transport Police (BTP) say 
they are not treating the man’s death as 



suspicious. 

The line to London was opened at 
6.40am, while the line from London was 
opened at 7.18am after Mr Jordan’s body 
had been removed. 

Six trains were cancelled as a result of 
the incident and other services suffered 
delays of about 20 minutes.

historic pub’s trade

A pub where Samuel Pepys is 
reputed to have enjoyed a tip¬ 
ple and where visitors to the 
Wells at Epsom refreshed 
themselves after taking the wa¬ 
ters, could close. 

The historic White Horse in 
Dorking Road, Epsom, which 
has just been named as the 
best cask ale pub in the south¬ 
east, could call time perma¬ 
nently - a victim of the 
recession. 

Landlord Stuart Down is 
struggling to pay his current 
rent and his rent arrears to¬ 
talling £900 a week and unless 
he can find new ways of at¬ 
tracting custom, the doors will 
have to close and it will join 
the 56 pubs a month through¬ 
out the UK that are shutting 
down 

By next week he says that if 
he pays his rent he will have no 
money to buy lager. “I missed 
just one payment in five years 
and now I am struggling to 
catch up. We are being pushed 
out of business because by the 
time we have paid the rent we 
don’t have the money to buy 
the essentials.” 

The pub, next door to Epsom 
General Hospital is a popular 
stopping point for bus drivers 
whose routes terminate out¬ 
side the pub.

“They often pop in for a cof¬ 
fee and we have been told that 
if we weren’t here there would 
be nowhere for them to go,” 
said Mr Down. 

“Some of our regulars say it 
is too expensive now to go out 
as often as they used to - we 
are seeing fewer and fewer peo¬ 
ple visiting us.” 

The White Horse is owned by 
Punch Taverns which man¬ 
ages or owns 8,400 pubs 
throughout the UK. 

A spokesman said: “In the 
current climate we continue to 
do as we always have done and 
talk to our licensees and help

Motorists are being urged 
by police not to leave expen¬ 
sive gadgets in their parked 
cars.

Councillor Stuart Gordon-

“I am very pleased, too, that 
the council is prepared to 
listen and that residents will 
be closely involved in the con¬ 
sultation process, and there is 
an undertaking that they will 
receive information that is 
easy to understand. 


“Elizabeth House is not fit for 
purpose, judged against cur¬ 
rent standards for this kind of 
accommodation, and I would 
urge residents and their fami¬ 
lies to look at some of the other 
redeveloped schemes in the 
borough.” 

The housing also includes 35 
bungalows and flats in Malden 
Road, Mickleham Gardens and 
Pond Hill.

“It’s very hard to fight bureau¬ 
cracy.

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Baby killer is jailed

A father from Wallington has been 
jailed for five years for beating his 
18-month-old daughter to death 
while babysitting. 

Mark Howe, 36, was smoking 
cannabis and drinking before he 
struck the girl with such force that 
her small intestine was fatally rup¬ 
tured. 

A judge at the Old Bailey said 
Howe had “spectacularly abused” 
his duty on the first night his part¬ 
ner enjoyed a night out since the 
baby’s birth. 

Passing sentence on Friday, 
Judge Richard Hone QC also con¬ 
demned the former supermarket 
manager for keeping quiet as an 
act of self-preservation. 

He told Howe: “I think you are a 
selfish person. You placed your 
own interests in front of those of 
your family. 

“You were in a position of trust 
that evening which you abused 
spectacularly.” 

The mother, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, had been 
reluctant to leave her baby so she 
could share a Christmas meal with 
friends on December 22, 2006, but 
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Howe reassured her during nu¬ 
merous phone calls that she did 
not need to worry. 

He also grabbed the handset 
from her when she dialled 999 the 
next day after finding her baby 
“unresponsive and floppy”. 

Howe took the child and fled in 
his car, passing two hospitals, be¬ 
fore police found him waiting out¬ 
side St George’s Hospital, Tooting. 

Doctors fought for an hour to 
save the baby, but she was thought 
to have been dead before arriving 
in the A&E department. 

William Boyce QC, for the prose¬ 
cution, said: “What is a tragedy in 
this case is that, had she been 
taken to a doctor, even 12 to 15 
hours after he struck the blow, she 
could have been saved by medical 
intervention.”

You’ve heard of park and ride, 
but what about park and stride 
- a scheme pioneered by a 
Cheam primary school? 

The aim is to ease congestion 
around the school gates, re¬ 
duce pollution and encourage 
parents and children to stretch 
their legs. 

St Dunstan’s in Anne Bo- 
leyn’s Walk has transformed 
the school run by encouraging 
parents to leave the car at 
home, or park in designated 
areas 15 minutes walk away. 

Assistant head Kathie 
Daniels takes the credit for the 
travel plan, which has greatly 
improved school-gate safety. 

She explained: “In addition to 
the traffic fumes, being in one 
of the borough’s busiest roads 
meant that the school run was 
just plain dangerous.” 

Kathie, who has taught at the 
480-pupil St Dunstan’s for six 
years, worked closely with Sut¬ 
ton Council on introducing 
road safety measures before 
getting the backing of parents 
for the school’s travel plan. 

“We needed to tackle the 
problem,” she said. “Preparing 
a school travel plan helped to 
focus everyone’s thinking. 

“The reaction has been posi¬ 
tive and our parents really do 
enjoy the relaxing walk into 
school, with the chance to 
meet other mothers and fa¬ 
thers along the way.” 

But St Dunstan’s hasn’t 
stopped there. It has now set 
up a bike loan scheme to en¬ 
courage staff to pedal to and 
from school, and improve their 
fitness in their own leisure 
time. Kathie herself tries to 
cycle the four-mile journey to 
school from her home in Sur¬ 
biton at least once a week. 

“Every day isn’t always possi¬ 
ble when there are 30 exercise 
books to take with you!” she 
said. By developing its travel 
plan, St Dunstan’s has quali¬ 
fied for an £8,000 grant from 
Sutton Council. 

“We are using this to make 
the school as walking-friendly 
as possible,” said Kathie. “The 
key thing is suggesting that 
parents ‘park and stride’ by

parking in designated areas 
some 15 minutes walk away 
from the school gates.” 

Other projects at the for¬ 
ward-thinking school include 
introducing secure scooter and 
cycle storage areas, and widen¬ 
ing the footpath outside the 
school to provide easier access 
for parents with pushchairs. 

A canopied walkway now 
leads from the school gates, 
and improved lighting is in 


place to boost safety during the 
darker winter months. 

Kathie insisted that the key 
to her school’s success in devel¬ 
oping its traffic plan has been 
teamwork. 

“We would not have got any¬ 
where without the tremendous 
support of Sam Syder and 
Julie Wood, two of our parent 
governors,” said Kathie. 
“There has been a huge re¬ 
sponse from parents, and real 


enthusiasm from the 
children. We have also received 
wholehearted commitment 
from the school governors, 
teachers and ancillary staff. 

“The council has also given 
us active encouragement and 
local retailers have been won¬ 
derful in providing prizes for 
our walk-to-school competi¬ 
tions and promotions.” 

Most rewarding of all has 
been the way the school’s 


pupils have taken to the walk- 
to-school campaign. 

“The children are really pick¬ 
ing up on the benefits of walk¬ 
ing to and from school,” said 
Kathie. “They have produced 
some wonderful posters, which 
we use to promote our cam¬ 
paign, and everyone is an avid 
collector of the walk-to-school 
badges!” 

One badge is issued every 
time a child walks to school at 


least once a week for a month, 
and they have already become 
real collectors’ items. 

Kathie works with parent 
volunteers to provide children 
with ‘fun sheets’ to help them 
spot different types of birds 
and trees as they walk to 
school. “While we must be 
careful not to lecture or patro¬ 
nise parents, it is important to 
maintain the momentum we 
have created,” added Kathie. 

The school is now incorporat¬ 
ing its travel plan into a broad¬ 
er campaign to achieve better 
environmental sustainability. 

Kathie is working with the 
Eco Warriors group, run by 
Nicky Andrews, to promote a 
more responsible attitude to 
the environment and combat 
the effects of climate change. 

The aim is not only to tackle 
traffic congestion but also im¬ 
prove litter collection and recy¬ 
cling, and reduce the wasteful 
use of water. Two children

School run spy cam 


A car with a CCTV camera built 
into a periscope will be used to 
fine parents parking illegally near 
schools. 

The smart car has already been 
patrolling outside schools in the 
borough for the last 18 months 
with almost 400 warning tickets 
handed out. 

But now the council will start 
charging motorists who are 
caught causing congestion and 
putting children at risk near 
school gates. 

A £100 fine, discounted to £50 if 
paid within 14 days, will be sent 
out to drivers found parking on 
zig-zags or yellow lines from Octo¬ 
ber 1.

sponse to parking concerns raised 
by schools. 

Executive member for the envi¬ 
ronment Councillor Colin Hall 
said: “The safety of children as 
they arrive at or leave school is 
paramount. 

“This is not about being anti-car 
but those parents who park illegal¬ 
ly to drop off or pick up their chil¬ 
dren pose a real danger to others 
and we are working with our 
schools to improve safety for all. 

“The smart cars are a highly vis¬ 
ible deterrent and have improved 
safety in other boroughs across 
London.” 

Sutton High Junior School head 


teacher Liz Wilson said school 
staff had advised parents the car 
would be patrolling near schools. 

She said: “We welcome the intro¬ 
duction of the smart car and in¬ 
deed any initiative to boost the 
safety of our pupils when they ar¬ 
rive at school or leave for home. 

“Many parents have voiced con¬ 
cerns about the inconsiderate few 
who park on zig-zags or yellow 
lines around the school gates. 

“Those who continue to do so 
may now face a financial penalty, 
so I urge parents who come by car 
to please park considerately, or 
better yet, why not try walking or 
cycling to school?”

“We have seen the courts get tougher on 
people who assault CEOs and we welcome 
this latest sentence, which we hope sends 
out a message to the minority of drivers 
who think it is acceptable to abuse and as¬ 
sault CEOs. 

“We will do whatever we can to help the 
police and courts achieve successful pros¬ 
ecutions.” 

Deputy leader of Sutton Council, Coun¬ 
cillor Colin Hall, said: “There is absolute¬ 
ly no excuse for this kind of behaviour 
and I warn anyone who assaults one of 
our officers, either physically or verbally, 


that they will face the full force of the law. 

“Our civil enforcement officers have a 
tough, but crucial, job to do enforcing the 
borough’s parking regulations. 

“Nobody likes receiving a parking tick¬ 
et, but these regulations are in place for 
good reason; to protect the safety of mo¬ 
torists and pedestrians and keep traffic 
moving.” 

Massiah was fitted with an electronic 
tag and sentenced to a two-month commu¬ 
nity order. 

He was also given a curfew from 8.30pm 
to 7am and ordered to pay £100 costs.

Sutton Hospital will be sold off in 
2016 to help pay for the revamped 
St Helier Hospital but part of the 
site could still be retained for 
health purposes. 

Epsom and St Helier Hospital 
bosses are negotiating with the 
Royal Marsden Hospital which 
may run a general treatment and 
diagnostic centre on the site. 

Although some wards at Sutton 
are closing, part of the hospital 
will be kept open until St Helier’s 
new wing is complete to ensure 
there is room for some temporary 
wards to be set up while building 
work takes place.

He said: “They will sell it off 
much quicker than that - they 
need the money to spend on St He¬ 
lier.” 

The £215m Better Healthcare 
Closer to Home project is under 
way as far as Sutton and Merton 
are concerned. The plans to sur¬ 
round the renovated St Helier with 
local care hospitals has been ap¬ 
proved by Sutton and Merton Pri¬ 
mary Care Trust and by Epsom 
and St Helier Hospital University 
Hospitals NHS Trust and will now 
go forward for approval by NHS 
London. 


The plans also include major in¬ 
vestment in intermediate care ser¬ 
vices for people who don’t need to 
go to hospital or who need rehabil¬ 
itation after a hospital stay.

Waste and recycling 

Important information about changes to the garden waste collection service and details of other waste services 


Only the garden waste collection service is changing. 


Here’s how for the remainder of 2008: 

From 3 November a free fortnightly collection will be reintroduced and 
continue until 19 December 2008. There will be a limit of two 120-litre 
plastic bags, or three 75-litre jute sacks per household. 

No additional sacks will be collected during this period. You can use 
your sacks the council has previously provided, or if you currently do 
not have any sacks you can collect them for free from the Civic Offices, 
Sutton, the council offices in Denmark Road, Carshalton, or any of the 
borough’s libraries. 

Here’s how from 2009: 

There will be no garden waste collection service from January to the end 
of March. These are the months of least demand. 

You can still take your garden waste to the Re-Use and Recycling Centre 
during these months. 

The free fortnightly collection service will return from 6 April to 18 
December 2009. Households will be able to leave out two reusable 
plastic sacks or three jute sacks every fortnight for collection. 

Households wanting to dispose of additional garden waste over the free 
service limit will be able to buy extra disposable sacks for £1 per bag 
from the Civic Offices, Sutton, the council offices in Denmark Road, 
Carshalton, or any of the borough’s libraries. 


What about all the other new waste and recycling 
policies? 

With the exception of the change to the garden waste service, all of the 
other waste and recycling policies introduced in June remain the same. 

If you live in a flat and require a garden waste collection 
service, please contact us on 020 8770 5070, as we need to 
deal with these on an individual basis. 

In the last 5 months: 

• We have achieved an 8.4% reduction in the amount of waste 
collected and disposed of (April - August) compared to the same 
period last year 

• We have recycled 1,709 tonnes of glass from April - August 2008, 
which is about 62% more than the same period last year 

• Over 14,000 Sutton residents have received a free compost bin 

• Over 7,800 residents have received a new or additional recycling 
bin, helping to reduce landfill and increase recycling levels.

Osteoporotic fractures are com¬ 
mon in the elderly and particu¬ 
larly in post menopausal women. 
They can also be associated with 
other factors such as prolonged 
use of steroids. 

Some of the most debilitating 
are vertebral compression frac¬ 
tures (VCFs) which occur in the 
lumbar (lower) and thoracic 
(middle) spine. These occur 
when a vertebra collapses-in on 
itself, forming a wedge shape 
which reduces height and in¬ 
creases curvature of the spine - 
commonly known as 'dowager's 
hump'. 

The National Osteoporosis So¬ 
ciety estimates that around 
120,000 VCFs occur each year in 
the UK - with this figure set to 
rise by a quarter in the next 8 - 
10 years, due to our ageing popu¬ 
lation. 

New, minimally invasive 
procedure 

Up to 40 per cent of patients suf¬ 
fering a VCF will have constant 
pain, while the risk of having 
another vertebral fracture is in¬ 
creased fivefold. Despite this, 
many patients are managed con¬ 
servatively with just pain relief. 
This is because the standard sur¬ 
gical solution has been a major 
open operation on the spine, 
with up to a 10 per cent complica¬ 
tion rate. 

Now a new, minimally invasive 
procedure is available, which is 
suitable in up to a third of VCF 
cases. 

The procedure, known as 'bal- 


straight talking 

loon kyphoplasty', involves mak¬ 
ing a small incision in the pa¬ 
tient’s back through which one 
or two balloon devices are insert¬ 
ed into the crushed vertebra. 

Once it is in position, the balloon 
- which is filled with a radio¬ 
opaque contrast liquid so it can 
be clearly visualised under X- 
ray, is then slowly inflated to re¬ 
store, as far as possible, the 
original height of the vertebra. 

The balloon is then deflated, 
withdrawn and the cavity creat¬ 
ed is filled with bone cement, to 
stabilise the fracture. 

Significant patient 
advantages 

The new procedure has several 
advantages for patients: the 
length of stay in hospital is re¬ 
duced from five days to one day 
and the rate of complication is 
reduced from 10 per cent to be¬ 
tween 0.5 per cent and 1 per cent. 

Pain relief is immediate; the 
restoration of the vertebral 
structure regains some of the 
height lost and, importantly, this 
reduces the curvature of the 
spine and the pressure put on 
the adjacent vertebrae - which 
now have a lower risk of them¬ 
selves suffering compression 
fractures. 

The procedure was approved 
by the National Institute for 
Clinical Excellence (NICE) in 
April 2006 and is offered at St. 

Anthony’s Hospital in North 
Cheam by Consultant Or¬ 
thopaedic Surgeon, Mr Michael 
Kotrba.

Unfortunately, psychiatric 
patients are treated as the 
lowest of the low in the hier¬ 
archy of people who deserve 
quality healthcare and so far 
no one seems to have even no¬ 
ticed that under the guise of 
improving mental health 
care all the in-patient beds at 
the Langley wing at Epsom 
General Hospital and the spe¬ 
cialist unit for elderly pa¬ 
tients at West Park will close.

to sell.

to Guildford or to Chertsey. 

Under the plans Surrey 
Borders Partnership will 
lose 24 acute in-patient beds, 
a remarkable decision when 
beds are already in very 
short supply.

“And it’s not as if they’re 
still holding outpatient clinics 
in the building, is it? 

“I hate to point this out, but 
the St Ebba’s site borders 
with the Longmead estate, 
which is widely known to be 
the most deprived council es¬ 
tate in the Epsom and Ewell 
area. There’s a rather intimi¬ 
dating alleyway running be¬ 
tween the two, and although 
there’s a fence separating the 
two sites, it has been van¬ 
dalised in many places.

How to have a first-rate 
second wedding 


Second weddings can be an etiquette minefield. We 
reveal how to get the guest list, the location and the 
style right - for a day that fulfils your dreams without 
offending anyone. By Kate Hodal 


It’s the day you’ve been dreaming 
of since you were a little girl - but 
this time round, you want to get it 
right. 

You might have already had the 
meringue, the bridesmaids, the 
stress - and the memories will re¬ 
mind you of all the ups and downs 
of your first marriage. Now that 
you’re thinking of getting married 
again, you want it to be everything 
your first wedding wasn’t. 

With most marriages in the UK 
today being remarriages for one or 
both partners, gone are the days of 
having to run to the registrar in 
shame: you can now remarry in 
(some) churches, have your wed¬ 
ding abroad, theme it like it’s the 
1920s and have your kids act as 
bridesmaids and best men! 

But that doesn’t mean that the 
stress is any less the second (or 
third, or fourth) time around, so 
for all those planning on a wed¬ 
ding this year, help is at hand, and 
with it, loads of advice from ex¬ 
perts in the remarriage field...

“There’s hundreds of things to 
talk about. Even an intended small 
wedding doesn’t mean the same

-ioned word, but it’s in place to 
make the wheels turn smooth¬ 
ly,” she says. “You should defi¬ 
nitely tell your ex - it’s better 
than them hearing about it 
through the grapevine.” 

But Carole Hamilton, former 
editor of You & Your Wedding 
magazine, says that an ex’s in¬ 
vite “depends on whether you 
are still friendly. The last thing 
you need is more stress.” 

If either of you is keen to in¬ 
vite an ex, decide together 
whether this is a good idea, ad¬ 
vises Jill. Prepare family and 
friends in advance that an ex 
will be attending so that no au¬ 
dible gasps can be heard when 
they do make their entrance. 

STEP 3: TELLING THE

one of the most important is¬ 
sues you’ll have to deal with, 
say Jill and Carole. 

“The break up of second 
marriages is high and that’s 
due to the stress of the chil¬ 
dren from the first marriage. 

“Even against all the odds, 
kids seem to harbour a hope 
their parents will get back to¬ 
gether and with a second mar¬ 
riage that hope is killed off,” 
she continues. “Marrying 
against your parents’ wishes 
is one thing, but against your 
children’s’ is another.” 

Both Jill and Carole suggest 
involving the children as 
much as possible in the plan¬ 


ning process so that they feel 
part of the family’s restructur¬ 
ing. “Step-children should be 
made to feel involved and per¬ 
haps given a small role to 
play,” suggests Carole. “If 
they’re older, you can make 
them best man or bridesmaid. 
It’s nice to mention children in 
the speeches somewhere and 
how great it is to be welcom¬ 
ing everyone into one new 
family.” 

If you’re worried about how 
to fit step-children, exes and 
friends all together at the re¬ 
ception tables, try something a 
little different: “If there are 
family issues,” says Carole, 
“forget complicated top-table 
arrangements and opt for 
‘family tables’ rather than 
mixing everyone up. Bride and 
groom-only tables, like the 
Beckhams had, saves stressing 
over people bickering.” 

STEP 4: WHAT DO YOU 
WEAR? 

Feeling hypocritical wanting 
to wear white? Or do you feel 
confused over dress protocol 
since this is your first wedding 
but your partner’s second? 

“Knowing what to wear is a 
big problem,” admits Jan 
Jackson, 47, a member of the 
British Second Wives Club, 
who is about to be married for 
the third time. “I had a white 
wedding the first time round 
and this time I want to avoid a 
‘bridal dress’, especially now 
that getting married for the

third time feels like I’m Eliza¬ 
beth Taylor.” 

Liz Taylor may have been 
married eight times, but that 
doesn’t alter her right to wear 
what she wants on her next 
wedding day, says Carole. 

“It is perfectly acceptable for 
a second-time bride to wear a 
wedding dress,” says the wed¬ 
ding professional. “It’s really 
old-fashioned to think you 
shouldn’t wear white. Age-ap¬ 
propriate is the best advice.” 

STEP 5: WHAT KIND OF 
CEREMONY SHOULD YOU 
HAVE? 

If you’ve never been married 
but your partner has, or vice 
versa, discuss expectations 
and hopes, says Jill: “There 
are probably going to be wor¬ 
ries about the previous ‘big 


day’ in your partner’s life, and 
whether comparisons will be 
made by people present. 

“Don’t skirt around this with 
your partner: any questions 
about what happened at a first 
wedding need to be answered.” 

Opting for a wedding abroad 
is always a safe option for this 
reason, says Carole: “It makes 
it easier to choose the guest 
list - but keep in mind they’ll 
be on your honeymoon with 
you!” 

Or you could always opt for a 
civil ceremony, which will re¬ 
quire a decree absolute if 
you’re divorced or a death cer¬ 
tificate if widowed. Civil cere¬ 
monies are by nature 
non-religious, but must take 
place at a licensed venue and 
have at least two witnesses to 
be considered legal.

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Whisky is order of the day 



While I’d rather have a haggis 
sandwich than flounce down the 
high street in tartan trews, I’m 
definitely warming to the idea of 
embracing the other great Scot¬ 
tish gift to the world - single malt 
whisky, writes Luccy Corrie. 

At Boisdale’s in central London 

- a restaurant/bar so resolutely 
Scottish it even has tartan carpet 

- whisky is the order of the day 
Well, my tasting partner, whisky 
expert Doug Mclvor, nurses a beer 
to start with, but he quickly 
insists that we start ‘dramming’. 

“Being a Scotsman I have a natu¬ 
ral affinity for the stuff,” he ex¬ 
plains. There’s not much about 
whisky that Mclvor doesn’t know 

- and he’s happy to share his 
knowledge. 

He’s adamant that single malts 
share the same sense of ‘terroir’ 
as fine wine: just as wines from 
Bordeaux have a certain charac¬ 
ter, so do single malts from differ¬ 
ent parts of Scotland. 

We’re at Boisdale’s - Whisky 
magazine’s Whisky Restaurant Of 
The Year - because Mclvor has 
helped select three limited edition 
single malts for the plush drink¬ 
ing hole to bottle under their own 
label in partnership with Berry 
Bros & Rudd. 

Boisdale Highland 1997, from the 
Dalmore distillery located on the 
banks of the Gromarty Firth; 
Boisdale Speyside 1991, from 
Dufftown, considered the malt 
whisky capital of Scotland; and 
Boisdale Islay 1990, distilled at 
Laphroaig on the Hebridean 
island of Islay, are available from 
Berry Bros & Rudd (bbr.com) or 
Boisdale’s (boisdale.co.uk), priced 


from £29.95 to £55. While these are 
a fantastic introduction for a 
whisky novice - or a welcome 
treat for a connoisseur - Mclvor 
says you don’t have to remortgage 
the house to start on the whisky 
trail. 

“Get over the first hurdle of try¬ 
ing a single malt from a super¬ 
market, then figure out what it is 
you like. It’s like with wine - you 
start off with the cheaper ones, 
then move on.” 

Certainly, a bottle of single malt 
whisky is going to set you back a 
lot more than a bottle of wine. But 
it should also last you a lot longer 
- unless you’ve got a slightly wor¬ 
rying habit. 

If you’re a single malt fan with a 
slightly, ahem, Scottish attitude to 
fiscal matters, it’s worth keeping 


an eye out for the big names com¬ 
ing on special at supermarkets. 
For example, Laphroaig Quarter 
Cask Single Malt Whisky is down 
to £19 from £29 at Waitrose until 
October 7. 

An even better deal is on offer at 
Tesco - its Highland 12-Year-Old 
Whisky recently picked up the 
International Wine and Spirits 
Challenge trophy for the Best 
Single Malt Under £15. 

If money’s no object, check out 
Sainsbury’s new addition to its 
whisky shelves - Cardhu 12-Year- 
Old Malt Whisky looks like liquid 
honey and has a sweet, heady nose 
to match. This medium-bodied 
whisky, which would be a great 
match for figs, foie gras or goats 
cheese, comes in a gorgeous bottle 
and costs £29.99.

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“All the world’s a stage,” wrote 
Shakespeare and, for the past eight 
years, the Shakespeare Schools 
Festival has been proving this old 
adage more than correct. 

From 1940s Sicily to colonial India, 
this year’s festival will see more 
than 10,000 young people from 500 
schools bring Shakespeare’s famous 
plays alive with some imaginative 
and globetrotting interpretations in 
57 professional theatres. 

Leatherhead Theatre will be host¬ 
ing 16 schools who will put on 16 
productions of the Bard’s best- 
known works over the course of 
four days from Tuesday. 

Bhavita Bhatt, Shakespeare 
Schools Festival’s development 
manager, says: “We encourage the 
schools to reflect what the children 
are thinking to give them ownership. 
They can come up with some wacky 
ideas; one school wanted to do 
Shakespeare in a Bay watch setting.” 

Among the schools taking part in 
next week’s festival are Notre Dame 
Senior School, Tanbridge House 
School, and Tormead School and 
they will be performing a range of 
plays from The Taming of The 
Shrew to Henry V 

Bhatt believes it is the universality 
of Shakespeare’s message that 
means he continues to be Britain’s 
most prominent literary figure. 

“The plays reflect modern culture 
and, with the number of schools 
taking part, it reflects Shakespeare’s 
popularity and the power of the 
storytelling,” she says. 

“There is so much the students 
can relate to, from the politics of 
Julius Caesar to the mischievous¬ 
ness of A Midsummer’s Night 
Dream. 

“The festival acts as a tool to keep 
Shakespeare alive and, although the 
plays are abridged and done in dif¬ 
ferent ways, they are still relevant.”

NEW ROAD CAR TEST : VAUXHALL INSIGNIA RANGE 


Badge of honour 

The Vauxhall Vectra was a stalwart of the fleet 
sector, but Vauxhall wants more from its 
Insignia replacement. Steve Walker reports 



More striking to look at than 
the Vectra but also more spa¬ 
cious and with an improved en¬ 
gine range, the Vauxhall 
Insignia looks like a winner. 
The optional four-wheel-drive 
system should go down well at 
the top end of the range help¬ 
ing the Insignia to extend its 
appeal to more private buyers. 

The Insignia is offered with 
five engines initially. For petrol 
buyers, there’s an entry-level 
1.8-litre 140PS ECOTEC unit, 
then a rather large gap to a 
220PS 2.0-litre turbocharged 
unit, sitting below a 2.8-litre V6 
260PS range-topper. If you 
want a CDTi diesel, there are a 
couple of fresh 2.0-litre ones, 
developing either 130 or 160PS. 
The Insignia is offered in two 
or four-wheel-drive guise. 

Offered as a five-door, a four- 
door or an estate, this car tries 
for a dynamic, head-turning 
appearance and isn’t unsuc¬ 
cessful. The five-door hatch 
and four-door saloon versions 
are nigh-on impossible to dis¬ 
tinguish at a glance. Both have 
the same bowed roofline which 
drops dramatically towards the 
rear and, the Insignia’s signa¬ 
ture stylistic device, the 


“blade” feature that’s cutaway 
behind the front wheel arches. 
The result is as easy on the air 
as it is on the eye with Vaux¬ 
hall claiming the sector’s best 
aerodynamics at 0.27Cd, which 
is one of the most slippery 
shapes of any car full stop. 

The car is 21mm longer than 
the old Vectra at 4,820mm, and 
50mm wider. The Vectra wasn’t 
a cramped offering itself but 
the Insignia improves passen¬ 
ger space partly through these 
larger exterior dimensions and 
partly through a wheelbase 
that’s extended by 35mm. 

The range theoretically 
starts at ‘S’ level, but that’s re¬ 
ally a fleet-orientated model. 
For most private buyers, the 
entry-level point to Insignia 
motoring will be at Exclusiv 
level where there’s a decent 
level of standard equipment 
that runs to ABS brakes and 
ESP stability control, automat¬ 
ic headlamps, electric adjust¬ 
ment of the driver’s seat height 
and lumber support, single¬ 
zone air conditioned climate 
control front, side and curtain 
airbags and even cruise con¬ 
trol. Above this level sit SE, 
Elite and sporty SRi variants.

Romero may not defend title

Double sport world champion 
and Beijing gold medalist 
Rebecca Romero has hinted she 
may not defend her pursuit title 
at London 2012. 

The 28-year-old has not even 
looked at a bike since making 
history in August by becoming 
the first British woman to 
medal in two different sports at 
consecutive summer Olympics. 

The Carshalton-born star was 
at Kingston Rowing Club on 
Sunday to see a boat named in 
her honour, alongside fellow 
former members Vic Fangen 
and Peter King. 

Director of rowing Ian South, 
who coached the young 
Romero, paid tribute to her 
achievement, claiming it was 
as good as - if not better than - 
that of five-time Olympic gold 
medalist Sir Steven Redgrave. 

Romero won silver in the 
quadruple sculls at Athens in 
2004, before climbing on a bike 
four years on to claim world 
and Olympic 3,000m individual 
pursuit titles. 

She admits there is a lot of 
soul searching to do before 
committing to another gold 
medal quest, having reached 
the top in two disciplines. 

“Coming to things like this 
makes me just want to be a 
casual, recreational athlete, but 
we will see what happens about 
that,” Romero said. 

“Had I won gold in Athens, I 
probably would have retired 
there and then, but these things 
happen for a reason. 

“Another four years is a long 
time to commit to for a goal you 
have already achieved. 

“There are different chal-

lenges out there and there is 
much more to life. 

“I don’t tend to make rash 
decisions and will not be rush¬ 
ing into anything.” 

Romero started her rowing 
career as a 17-year-old at 
Kingston after her family 
moved to Twickenham and, 
eight months later, was named 
in the British team for the 
Junior World Championships. 

She avenged missing out on 
gold in Athens by beating 


Olympic champions Germany 
in the quadruple sculls a year 
later to lift her first world title, 
before switching to two wheels 
in 2006. 

The world championships in 
Manchester saw her win the 
individual pursuit gold in 
March, and she repeated the 
trick in the team pursuit, along¬ 
side Sutton youngster Joanne 
Rowsell before heading to 
China. 

Romero believes her 19-year- 


old team-mate has what it takes 
to claim her own piece of 
Olympic glory on home turf in 
four years time 

“Joanne is already a world 
champion and has proved her¬ 
self an athlete to be reckoned 
with. She can only build on 
that,” she added. 

“The advantage she has is 
that she has older athletes in 
the team who have been there, 
done that, and are setting the 
benchmark for her to chase.”

Dean keen 
on big time

“I was quite surprised to get 
as far as I did considering it was 
my first big one. It was disap¬ 
pointing to lose on a warning 
and it was a strange decision be¬ 
cause I was doing all the work. 

“Every fight was on the same 
mat and it was great being in 
the spotlight. It was like my 
Olympics.” 

Dean will now train full-time 
alongside her studies as she 
bids to make the permanent 
step-up into the senior ranks by 
claiming a win at November’s 
Team GB senior trials in 
Sheffield. 

But, with the expense of uni¬ 
versity, she admits it is going to 
be a tough challenge to fulfil her 
potential for a crack at Olympic 
gold. 

“If I want to improve I need to 
be competing abroad and going 
on all the overseas training 
camps to test myself regularly 
against the best,” she added. 

“That can get expensive, 
because I have to fund most of 
those myself.”

John Rocha was born in Hong Kong and moved to London in 
the 1970's to study fashion. He has developed and refined his 
own distinctive style, experimenting with new fabrics and 
techniques such as cashmere wool and taffeta silks. 

He was awarded with the prestigious title of British Designer of 
theYear in 1994. His clients include Angelica Huston, Marianne 
Faithful, Anna Friel, singer Ronan Keating and actors John Hurt 
and Alan Rickman. 

Alongside a flourishing career in fashion, John Rocha has also 
expanded his work into other creative fields. In 1997, he 
launched a crystal glassware range, this was followed with the 
October 2004 launch of 'Black Cut' a dramatic new collection of 
opulent Black and Clear Cut stem and giftware. 

In May 1999, the Morrison Hotel in Dublin became John Rocha's 
first interior design project and is now firmly established as one 
of Europe's most popular hotels. He has also been instrumental 
in the redevelopment of the L3 area of urban Liverpool. In 
February 2002, in recognition of his long-standing contribution 
to the fashion industry, John Rocha received the Commander 
of the British Empire (CBE) award fromThe Queen. 

The John Rocha fashion house continues to expand and his 
collection can be found in major cities throughout the world. 

Last year John opened his own store in London. He travels for 
four months of the year to ensure a constant flow of inspiration 
and continues to explore ever new areas of creativity and design. 


Epsom Professor sews up illustrious Japanese award 

Lesley Millar, Professor of Textile Culture at the University for the Creative Arts at Epsom is to be 
awarded the 2008 Japan Society Award for significant contribution to Anglo Japanese relations. 

The award recognises the personal networking she has undertaken tirelessly in pursuit of shared learning and cultural 
exchange between the UK and Japan.Two awards are given each year, one to a Japanese and one to a UK citizen. Last 
year the award was given to MiyakoYoshida (Principal dancer with the Royal Ballet) and Dr EricAlbone of the Clifton 
ScienceTrust. Previous years awards have mainly featured scientists and industrialists. 

Lesley's specialist research is on contemporary textile practice in the UK and Japan. She has spent some 20 years building 
up professional and personal links between textile makers in both countries. Lesley has been extensively involved in 
curatorial work in the UK and Japan and in establishing networks of makers. Her particularly effective mentoring schemes 
have led to such highly successful exhibitions as Revelation (1998),Through the Surface (2003), which toured both countries, 
and also Textural Space (2001), 21:21- NUNO textiles (2005) and Cloth & Culture Now (2008). 

She was first introduced to Japanese contemporary textile art in 1998 inTokyo, and was very impressed by what she saw. 
She said: "I knew it would have an enormous impact on textile work in the UK and pledged to bring an exhibition to the UK." 
True to her word, Lesley arranged a year-long tour of Japanese contemporary textile design in the UK which was viewed by 
a staggering 86,000 people at three separate venues across the UK. 8,000 people took part in the educational programme 
that accompanied the exhibition which received rave reviews and record viewing numbers. 

Lesley took a lead in "Japan 2001" a year of events coordinated by the Japanese Embassy in London aimed at bringing 
Japanese culture to the fore in UK. Another textiles exhibition topped the bill as the flagship event. In recent years, Lesley 
has worked closely with Japanese textile designer Reiko Sudo, one of the foremost and influential textile designers in the 
world. In 2005-6 Lesley organized the first major touring exhibition for her work in the UK and Europe. In return, Reiko Sudo 
organised a collaborative project between design students at the University for the Creative Arts at Epsom and her own 
students from Zokei University inTokyo.
